HOOVER IS BOOED 
TAROUGHOUT TRIP 


Crescendo of Disapproba- 
tion Greets President on 
Seaboard Campaign. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—President 
Hoover received today and tonight the 
most pronounced booing that has so 
far greeted the president in his cam- 
paign for re-election. From the first 


stop of his flying cainmpaign up the 
Atlantic seaboard this morning until 
the grinding of the Pullman “wheels 
taking him back to Washington to- 
night following his most ambitious 
effort drowned out the outside noise, 
the president was subjected to mixed 
receptions with a rising crescendo of 
disapprobation greeting him in Balti- 
more, Philadelphia and New York. 

At Baltimore the president had an 
indication of what was to come when 
several hundred in a crowd of some 
five thousand roundly booed him. 

At Philadelphia the booes were so 
pronounced that they carried into the 
microphones and loud speakers and 
his address went out on a background 
of hostility. 

As he stepped before the vast crowd 
in Madison Square Garden tonight an 
unemployed marine worker in the bal- 
cony shouted: “Mr. Hoover, you're 
a liar. You're a liar.” The heckler 
was evicted badly bruised. As he 
drove from Madison Square Garden 
to make an appearance before an 
overflow crowd at Carnegie -Hall the 
streets were lined with Halloween 
celebrants who roundly booed the 
president and displayed signs calling 
for his defeat.

(P)—Nine men were named in 24 in- 
dictments returned by the Duval 
county grand jury today in connection 
with the recent flogging of 20 per- 
sons here. 

The defendants were charged with 
the whipping of two women, Mra, 
Sally Geringer and her daughter, Ola 
Bell Gilstrap, and four men, A. R.

No indictments were returned in 
connection with the flogging of 14 
other persons, who told police they 
recently were made victims of ter- 
rorists. 

The grand jury still is in session, 
but whether it would return addition 
indictments in the whipping cases au- 
thorities would not say.

NEW RECORD MADE ‘REDS’ TO MARCH 


FOR OCTOBER RAIN 


Precipitation To End To- 


day; Clear and Colder 
Weather in Prospect. 


Rains which set in Monday morn- 
ing and which helped to establish a 
new all-time October precipitation 
record will be over sometime this 
morning and the weather will be clear- 
ing and colder this afternoon, George 
W, Mindling, United States meteorolo- 
gist, said Monday. 

More than .7U0 of an inch of rain 
fell Monday, driving the month’s pre- 
cipitation total up to 6.60 inches and 
beating the previous October rainfall 
record of 6.45 inches, made in 1915. 
The month was approximately 4.01 
inches above normal in rainfall, and 
the heavy precipitation nearly oblit- 


erated the deficiency for the year to | 


| date, leaving 1932 only .39 of an 


inch behind the normal. 


October temperatures averaged two | 
'degrees below normal.

$926,208 of $1,065,654 Re- 
ceived by Party Since 
June 1 Spent. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—(h)— 
Campaign expenditures of $926,208 
were reported today by the demo- 
cratic national committee with total 
receipts of $1,065,654. 

The republican national committee 
on Saturday reported disbursements 
of $1,454,179, and receipts of $1,554,- 
$17. The democratic report covered 
the period from June 1 to October 22 
and the republican accounting ran 
from June 1 to October 26. 

Both reports were filed with South 
Trimble, clerk of the house, in ac- 
cordance with the corrupt practices 
law. _ This calls for additional ac- 
counting as of November 3 to be filed 
between that day and the election on 
November 8. 

Contributions received by the demo- 
cratic committee totaled $789,329, of 
which $681,836 came after September 
1. Disbursements between September 
j and October 22 amounted to $695.- 
-60, with receipts totaling $829,984. 
This included $85,000 borrowed and 
$25,441 from sale of Roosevelt-Gar- 
ner medallions. 

Raskob Still Unpaid. 
_ Unpaid obligations October 22 to- 
taled $534.232, including $115.250 due 
John J. Raskob, and $200,000 owed 
the County Trust Company, of New 
York, for the 1928 Smith campaign. 
Unpaid victory pledges to the com- 
mittee amounted to $70,087. 

From June 1 to September 1. the 
democratic committee expended $230,- 
448, while contributions totaled $107,- 
49:3. There was a balance of $117.- 
627 and miscellaneous receipts 
amounted to $10,549, giving a total of 
$235.670 on the credit side of the 
ledger.

\Effect of New Bridge Laws 


Analyzed by Ely Culbertson 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Effective 
November 1, 1932, more than 30,000,- 


000 bridge players in America, and 
throughout the world, will swing from 
the old laws and scoring in contract 
to the new international code. To 
American bridge players this event 1s 
second only to presidential elections in 
interest and its effect upon the Amer- 
ican home life might easily be even 
more far-reaching. Tomorrow, many 
millions of frowns and puckered lips 
will be in evidence trying to memorize 
the new scoring table, ; 
To a student of sociology, the pic- 
ture of millions of humans turning 
around simultaneously, almost at 4a 
single moment. is highly significant of 
our modern mass organization. \ hen 
we consider how difficult it is fo 
train a company of soldiers to turn 
correctly right or left, or to train a 
company of chorus girls to dance 
synchroniously, the magnitude of the 
task in teaching millions to change 
their habits in an intellectual game 
like contract bridge. is simply ap- 
palling. And yet, there is no doubt 
that the new international code will 
be adopted almost unanimonsly—ex- 
cept for the few die-hards. This only 
proves thai people will work much 
harder for their own pleasure than for 


bread. 
Effect on Play 

To what extent will this new scor- 
ing table affect the methods of bidding 
and play in various systems, and par- 
ticnlarly in the Culbertson system? 

There are not enough differences 
between the two scorings to warrant 
any radical change in the methods of 
and play used, although a 
number of minor adaptations will be 
required. For instance, in the Culbert- 
son system, a grand slam bid was ex- 
cluded except with the rarest lay- 
down hands, because the premium of 
1,000 points not vulnerable and 1,500 
points vulnerable could seldom Jjusti- 
fy the gamble.

The joint 
committee, after full consideration, for 
the present refused to yield to this de- 
mand. There was, however, a change 
made in the doubled penalties for un- 
dertricks, both vulnerable and not vul- 
nerable. Hereafter, the undertricks 
penalty for the first trick doubled, not 
vulnerable, is 100 points; for the sec- 
ond trick 150 points, for the third 
trick 200 points, and for the fourth 
trick 250 points and so on, in arith- 
metical progression of 50 points for 
each added undertrick. The pevalty, 
if the player ‘s vulnerable, is exactly 
doubled in each case. 

A rather complicated provision has 
been made in the scoring of notrump 
tricks below the line. The new law 
provides that first, thiré. fifth and 
seventh tricks at notrump shall have 
the value of 30 points each, while the 
second, fourth and sixth shall have a 
value of 40 points each. I do not 
know how other minds work, but this 
business of odd and even for notrumps 
will surely overburden my poor head. 
It seems to me the quickest way out 
is to toss up a coin after each no- 
trump. According to the doctrine ot 
chances, it will prove to be equally 
scientific. It will be noted that three 
notrump will still score game, but its 
value is 100 and not 105 points, as 
heretofore. This is, of course, a con- 
cession to Howell Match Point seor- 
ing, being an effort to equalize the 
value of notrump and a minor suit 
game, 

Another change, which no doubt had 
its origin in (duplicate scoring, is that 
the value of an overtrick no longer 
remains at 50 points, but has the 
same value as the trick scored beiow 
the line. Thus, if you bid one dia- 
mond and make three diamonds, you 
now score 20 below the line and 40 
above, instead of, as under the old 
laws, 20 below the line and 100 above. 
There'll be a loud wail from the 
chronic underbidders. 

The new scoring has many points 
in its favor, but many players will ob- 
ject that it is too difficult to remem- 
ber and compute. For my own part 
I feel sorry for the hundreds of thon- 
sands of women’ who, witb the old 
scoring, got along quite well with a 
count on 10 fingers but who now, 
with the new scoring, may find it

SEATTLE, Oct. 31.—(4)—Charg- 
ing President Hoover has used his ap- 
pointive powers “to serve the inter- 
ests of the power trust,” Senator 
George W. Norris. of Nebraska, urged 


the election of Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to the presidency in an ad- 
dress here tonight.

the power trust.” 

Senator Norris said “there is no 
doubt but that President Hoover ap- 
proaches this question from the stand- 
point of the millionaire, from the 
standpoint of the man who floats se- 
curities and sells securities based on 
water to an unsuspecting public.

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Text of President’ Hoover’s: Madison Square Garden Address 


ae i , 


MADISON -SQUARE GARDEN, 
Oct.. 31.—(AP)—Followi is the 
text of President Hoover's. address 
tonight in New York: 


This campaign is more than a con- 
. test between two men, It is more 
than a contest between two parties. 
It is a contest between two philoso- 
. phies of government. 
We are told by the .pposition that 
- We must have a change, t we must 
have a new deal. It is not the change 
that comes from normal developments 
_ of national life to which I object, but 
the proposal to alter the whole foun- 
dations of oyr national life which 
have been builded through generations 
Ma testing and struggle, and of the 
- principles upon which we have build- 
ed the nation. The expressions.our 
opponents use must refer to impor- 
_ tant changes in our economic and 6o- 
' cial system and our system of govern- 
ment, otherwise they are nothing byt 
vacuous words. And I reali that in 
this time of distress many of our peo- 
ple are asking whether our social] and 
economic system is incapable of that 
great primary function of providin 
security and comfort of life to all 
of the firesides of our 25,000,000 
homes in America, whether our social 
system provides for the fundamental 
development and progress of our peo- 
ple, whether our form of government 
is ge of originating and sustain- 
ing that security and progress. 
Democratic Proposals. 

This question is the basis wtpon 
which our opponents are appealing to 
the people in their fears and distress. 
They are proposing changes and so- 
called new deals which would destroy 
the very foundations of our American 
éystem. 

Our people should consider the pri- 
mary facts before they come to the 
judgment—not merely through politi- 
cal agitation, the glitter of promise, 
and the discouragement of temporary 
hardships—whether they will support 
changes which radically affect the 
whole system which has been builded 
up by 150 years of the toil of our 
fathers. They should not ga 
the question in the ye wd with which 
our opponents would clothe it. ; 

Our economic system has received 
abnormal shocks during the past three 
years, which temporarily dislocated 
its normal functioning. These shocks 
have in a large sense come from with- 
out our borders, but I say to you that 
our system of government has enabled 
us to take such strong action as to 
prevent the disaster which would oth- 
erwise have come to our nation. 
has enabled us further to develop 
measures and programs which are now 
demonstrating their ability to bring 
about restoration and progress. — 

Record of House. - 

We must go deeper than platitudes 
and emotional appeals of the public 
platform in the campaign, if we will 
penetrate to the full significance. of 
the changes which our opponents are 
attempting to float upon the wave of 
distress and discontent from the diffi- 
culties we are passing through. We 
ean find what our opponents would 
do after searching the record of their 
appeals to discontent, greed and sec- 
tional interest. - We must search for 
them in the legislative acts which they 
sponsored and passed in the democrat- 
ic-controlled house of representatives 
in the last session of congress. We 
must look into measures for which 
they voted and which were defeated. 
We must inquire whether or not the 
presidential and vice presidential can- 
didates have disavowed these acts. If 
they have not, we must —— that 
they form a portion and are a_ sub- 
stantial indication of the profound 
changes proposed. 

And we must look still further than 
this as to what revolutionary changes 
have been proposed by the candidates 
themselves. 

Democratic Leaders. 

We must Jook into the type of lead- 
ers who are eampaigning for the dem- 
ocratic ticket, whose philosophies bare 
been well known all their lives, whose 
demand for a change in the American | 
system are frank and forceful. I can 
respect the sincerity of these men in) 
their desire to change our form of | 
government and our social and eco-| 
nomic system, though I shall do my, 
best tonight to prove they are wrong. | 
| refer particularly to Senator Nor- | 
ris, Senator La Follette, Senator Cut- 
ting, Senator Huey Long, Senator 
Wheeler, William R. Hearst and other 
exponents of a social philosophy dif- 
ferent from the traditional American 
one. Unless these men feel assurance 
of suppor to their ideas, they cer- 
tainly would not be supporting these 
candidates and the democratic party. 
‘ And the zeal of these men indicates 
that they have sure confidence that 
they will have voice in the administra- 
tion of our government. 

I may say at once that the changes 
proposed from all these democratic 
principals and allies are of the most 
profound and penetrating character. 
If they are brought about this will 
not be the America which we have 
known in the past. 

Let us pause for a moment and 
examine the American system of gov- 
ernment, of social and economic life, 
which it is now proposed that we 
should alter. Our system is the prod- 


fernment into our economic and sociul] 


to gigantic _pnportance, a néw con- 
ception. That. is, this voluntary co- 
operation within the community. Co- 
operation to perfect the social organi- 
zation; co-operation for the care of 
those in distress; co-operation for the 
advancement of knowledge, of scien- 
tific research, of education; for co- 
operative action in the advancement 
of many phases of economic life, This 
is self-government by the people out- 
side of government; it is the most 
powerful development of individual 
freedom and equal epportunity that 
has taken place in the century and 
since our fundamental institutions 
were founded. 

It is in the further development of 
this co-operation and a sense of its 
responsibility that we should find ‘so- 
lution for many of our complex prob- 
lems, and not by the extension of gov- 


ife, The greatest function of gov- 
ernment is to build up that co-opera- 
tion, and its most resolute action 
should be to deny the extension of 
bureaucracy. We have developed great 
agencies of co-operation by the assisi- 
ance of the government which pro- 
mote and protect the interests of 
individuals and the smaller units of 
business. Sa Se 
Co-operative Agencies. 

The federal reserve system, in its 
strengthening and support of the 
smaller banks, the farm board, in its 
strengthening and support of the farm 
co-operatives; the home loan. hanks, 
in the mobilizing of building and loan 
associations’ and savings banks; the 
federal land banks, in giving inde- 
pendence and strength to land mort- 
gage associations; the great mobiliza- 
tion of relief to distress, the mobiliza- 
tion of business and industry in meas- 
ures of recovery and a score of other 
activities are not socialists—they are 
the essence of protection to the de- 
velopment of free men. 

The primary conception of this 
whole American system is not the 
regimentation of men but the co-opera- 
tion of free men. It is founded upon 
the conception of responsibility — of 
the individual to the community, of 
the responsibility of local government 
to the state, of the state to the na- 
tional government. 

It is founded on a peculiar concep- 
tion of self-government designed to 
maintain this equal opportunity to the 
individual, and through decentrahza- 
tion it brings about and maintains 
these responsibilities. ‘The centraliza- 
tion of government will undermine re- 
sponsibilities and will destroy. the 
system. 

Keystone of Government. 


Our government differs from all 

previous conceptions, not only in its 
decentralization but also in the sep- 
aration of functions between the leg- 
islative, executive and judicial arms 
of government, in which the independ- 
ence of the judicial arm is the key- 
stone of the whole structure. 
_ It is founded on a conception that 
in times: of emergency; when forces 
are ranning beyond control of indi- 
viduals or other co-operative action, 
beyond the control of local communi- 
ties and of states, then the great re- 
serve powers of the federal govern- 
ment shall be brought into action to 
protect the community. But when 
these forces have ceased, there must 
be a return of state, local and indi- 
vidual responsibility. 

_The implacable march of scientific 
discovery with its train of new in- 
ventions. presents every year new prob- 
lems to government and new problems 
to the social order. Questions often 
arise whether, in the face of the 
zrowth of these new and gigantic tools, 
democracy can remain master in its 
own house, can preserve the funda- 
mentale of our American system. I 
contend‘ that it can; and I contend 
that this American system of ours has 
demonstrated its validity and supe- 
riority over any system yet invented 
by human mind. 4 

Test of Government.

It has demonstrated it in the face 
of the greatest test of our history— 
that is the emergency which we have 
faced in the past three vears. 

When the political and economic 
weakness of many nations of Europe, 
the result of the World War and its 
aftermath, finally culminated in col- 
lapse of their institutions, the deli- 
cate adjustment of our economic and 
social life received a+ shock unpar- 
alleled in our history. No one knows 
that better than you of New York. 
No one knows its causes better than 
you. That the crisis was so great 
that many of the leading banks svught 
directly or indirectly to convert their 
assets into gold or its equivalent with 


the result that they practically ceased 
to function as credit institutions; | 
that many of our citizens sought flight 
for their capital to other countries: 
that many of them attempted to hoard 
gold in large amounts. These were 
but indications of the flight of confi- 
dence and of the belief that our gov- 


ernment could not overcome _ these | 
forces. 

Yet’ these forces were overcome—_ 
perhaps by narruw margins—and tbis | 
action demonstrates what the courage | 
of a nation can cecomplish under the

Nation Saved From Chaos. | 

In spite -of- all these obstructions, | 
we did succeed.

We saved. this nation from a 
quarter of a century of chaos and de- 
generation. and we preserved the sav- | 
ings, the insurance policies, gave a | 
fighting chance to men to hold their 
homes. We saved -the integrity of 
our government and the honesty of 
the American dollar. And we instilled 
measures which today are bringing 
back recovery. Employment. agricul- 
ture. business—ali ef the8e show -the | 
steady. if slow, healing of our enor- | 
mous wound. . 
I therefore contend that the prob-| 
of today is to continue. these | 


American system to its normal func | 
troving. to repair the wounds it has! 
received, to correct the weaknesses and | 
evils which would defeat that sys- | 
tem. To enter upon a series of. deep! 
changes, to embark upon this inchoate | 


new deal which has been propounded | 
in this campaign, would be to under- | 


ee and destroy our American sys- | 
em. 

Before we enter upon such courses, 
I would like fer you to consider what 
the results of this American system 
have been during the last 30 years 
—that is, one single generation. For 
if it can be demonstrated that by 
means of this, our unequaled political. 
social, and economic system, we have 
secured a lift in the standards of liv- 
ing and a diffusion of comfort and 
hope to men and women, the growth 
of equal opportunity. the widening ef 
all opportunity, such as had never 
been seen in.the history of the world. 
then we should not tamper with it or 
destroy it; but on the contrary we 
should restore it and, by its gradual 
improvement’ and perfection, foster it 
into new performance for our coun- 
try and fer our children. 

: Benefits Increased. 

Now. if we look back over the last. 
generation, we find that the number | 
of families and. therefore, our homes, | 
have increased from 16.000,000 to 25,- | 
000.000, or G2 per cent. In that 
time we have builded for them 15.- 
000,000 new and better homes. We 


thereby we’ have lifted in- 


\ 


finite drudgery from women and men. 
‘The barriers of time and space have 
been swept away, Life has been made 
freer, the intellectual vision of every 
‘individual has been expanded by the 
installation 
12,000,000: radios dnd. the service ot 
20,000,000... automobiles. Our cities 
have been made magnificent with 
beautiful buildings, parks and play- 
grounds. Our countryside has been 
knit together with splendid roads, We 
have increased by 12 times the use 
of electrical power and thereby taken 
sweat from the backs of men. . In 
this broad sweep, real wages and pur- 
chasing power of: men and women 
have steadily increased. New com- 
forts have steadily come to them. The 
hours of labor have deereased, the 12- 
hour day has disappeared. even the 
9-hour day has almost gone. We-are 
now advancing the 5-day week. The 
portals of opportunity to. our chil- 
dren have ever widened. While our 
population grew by but 62 per cent 
we have increased the number of chil- 
dren in high schools by 70 per cent, 
those in institutions of higher learn- 
ing by 300 per cent. With all our 
spending we multiplied by six times 
the savings in our banks and in our 
building and loan associations. We 
multiplied by 3 per cent the 
amount of our life insurance. With 
the enlargement of our leisure we have 
come to a fuller life; we gained new 
visions of hope, we more nearly real- 
ize our national aspirations and give 
increasing scope to the creative power 
of every individual and expansion of 
every man’s mind. 
_ Our people in these 30 years grew 
in the sense of social responsibility 
There is profound progress in the 
relation of the employer and employeg. 
We have more nearly met with a full 
hand the most sacred obligations of 
man, that is, the’ responsibility of .a 
man to his neighbor. Support to our 
schools, hospitals, and institutions for 
the care of the afflicted surpassed in 
totals of billions the proportionate 
service in any period of history in 
any nation in the world. 
_ Three years ago there came a break 
in this progress, A break of the same 
type we have met 15 times in a cen- 
tury and yet we have overcome them. 
But 18 months later came a further 
blow by shocks transmitted to us by 
the earthquakes of the collapse in na- 
tions throughout the world as the aft- 
ermath of the World War. The work- 
ings of our system were dislocated. 
Millions of men and women are out 
of jobs. Businessmen.and farmers suf- 
fer, Their distress is bitter. I do not 
seek to minimize the depth of it. We 
may thank God that in view of this 
storm 30,000,000 still have their jobs; 
yet this must not distract our thoughts 
from the suffering of the other 10,- 
But I ask you what has happened. 
The 30 years of incomparable im- 
provement in the scale of living, the 
advance of comfort and intellectual 
life, inspiration and ideals did not 
arise without right principles animat- 
ing the American system which pro- 
duced them. Shall-that system. be dis- 
carded because vote-seeking men ap- 
peal to distress and say that the ma- 
chinery is all wrong and that it must 
be abandoned or tampered with? Is 
it not more sensible to realize the 
simple fact that some extraordinary 
force has been thrown into the 
mechanism, temporarily deranging its 
operation? 
“Is it not wiser to believe that the 
difficulty is not ‘with the principles 


of 20,000,000 telephones, 


upon which our American system ix’ 


founded and designed through all 
these generations :of inheritance? 
Should not our purpose be to restore 
the normal working of that system 
which has brought to us such im- 
measurable benefits, and. not de- 
stroy it? 

And in order to indicate to you that 
the proposals of our opponents will 
endanger or destroy our system, 


mediate departure’ of this country 
from the gold standard, as _ there 
could be no provision for the redemp- 
tion of such currency in gold. The 
new currency must obviously go. to 
immediate and constantly fluctuating 
discount when ‘associated with cur- 
rency convertible in gold. 

The oldest Jaw of currency is that 
bad money drives out the good, for a 
population — every individual — will 
hoard good currency and endeavor to 
get rid of the bad. The invariable 
effect is the withdrawal.of a vast sum 
of good currency from circulation, and 
at once the government is forced to 
print more and more bad paper cur- 
rency. No. candidate and no speaker 
in this campaign has disavowed this 
action of the democratic ‘house. In 
spite of this visible experience within 
recoliection of this generation, with 
al. its pitiable results, fiat money is 
proposed by the democratic party as 
a potent measure for relief from this 
depression. 7 

“Tragic Disaster” te Equality. 
_ The use of this expedient by nations 
in difficulty since the war in Eu- 
rope has been one of. the most tragic 
disasters to equality of opportunity, 
the independence of man.. 

I quote from. a revealing speech. by 
Mr. Owen D. Young upon the return 
of the Dawes commission: 

“He stated, ‘the currency of Ger- 
many was depreciating so rapidly that 
the industries paid their wages daily, 
and sometimes indeed twice a day. 
Standing with the lines of employees 
was another line of wives and moth- 
ers waiting for the marks... The wife 
grabbed the paper from her husband’s 
hand and rushed to the nearest pre- 
vision store to spend it quickly before 
the rapid depreciation had cut: its pur- 
chasing power in two. 

“When the chairman of the syndi- 
eate of the German trade unions, Herr 
Grasseman, appeared before 
Dawes committee, I put to him this 
question: ‘What can this committee 
do for German labor?’ 

“I expected the answer to be some 
one ofthe slogans of labor: An 8-hour 
day, old age or disability pensions, 
insurance against unemployment— 
something of that kind. Much to my 
surprise the answer came promptly: 

“*What your committee must do 
for German labor is to give us a sta- 
ble currency.. Do you know,’ Herr 
Grasseman said, ‘that for many 
months it has been impossible for a 
Wage earner in Germany to perform 
any ‘of his moral obligations? 

**Knowing that a child was con 
ing to the family at a certain time, 
there was no way by which the hus- 
band, through effort or sacrifice or 
savings, could guarantee his wife a 
doctor and a nurse when that event 
arrived. One, knowing that his moth- 
er was stricken with a fatal disease, 
could not by any extra effort or sac- 
rifice or saving be in a position to 
insure her a decent burial on her 
death. 

*“*Your committee must,” Herr 
Grasseman added, ‘just as a_ basic 
human thing, give us a stable cur- 
rency and thereby insure to the work- 
er that his wages will haye the same 
purchasing power when he wants to 
spend them as they had when he 
earned them.’ ” 

And I ask is that the preservation 
of opportunity and the protection of 
men by government? 

Personal Banking Plan Hit. 

Third. In the last session the con- 
gress, under the personal leadership 
of the democratic vice presidentiai 
candidate, and their allies in the sen- 
ate, enacted a law to extend the guvr- 
ernment into personal banking busi- 
ness. This I was compelled to veto, 
out of fidelity to the whole American 
system of life and government. 
may repeat a part of that veto mes- 
sage—and it remains unchallenged by 
any democratic leader. I satd: 


“It would mean loans against se- 


‘enrity for any conceivable purpose on

propose to analyze a few of the pro-| 


posals of our opponents in their re- 
lation to these fundamentals. 

First. A proposal of our opponents 
which would break down the Ameri- 
can system is the expansion of gov- 
ernment expenditure by yielding to 


sectional and group raids on the pub- | 


lic treasury. The extension of govern- 
ment expenditures beyond the mini- 
mum limit necessary to conduct the 
proper functions of the government 
ensiaves men to work for the govern- 
ment. If we combine the whole govern- 
mental expenditures—national, state 
and municipal—we will find that be- 
fore the World War each , citizen 
worked, theoretically, 25 days out of 
each year for the government. In 1924 
he worked 40 days a year for the 
government, Today he works for the 
support of all forms of government 
61 days out of the year. 
Interference Charged. _ 

No nation can conscript its citizens 
for this proportion of men’s time with- 
out national impoverishment and de- 
struction of their liberties. Our na- 
tion cannot do it without. destruction 
to cur whule epuception of the Ameri- 
can system. The federal government 
has been forced in this emergency to 
unusual expenditures, but in partjal 
alleviation of these extraordinary ex- 
nenditures the republican administra- 
tion has made a successful effort t» 
reduce the ordinary running expenses 
of. the government. Our. opponents 
have persistently interfered with such 
policies. 

1 only need recall to you that the 
democratic house of representatives 
passed bills in the last session that 
would have increased our expenditures 
by $3,500,000,000, or 87 per cent. 
Expressed in days’ labor, this would 
have meant the conscription of 16 
days’ additional work from every Citi- 
zen for the government. This 
stopped. Furthermore, they refused to 
accept recommendations from: the ad- 
ministration in respect to $150,000,000 
to. $200,000,000 of reductions in or- 
dinary expenditures, and finally they 
forced upon us increasing expenditure 
of $322,000,000. In spite of this, the 
ordinary expenses of the government 
have been reduced upwards of $200,- 
000,000 during this present admin- 
istration. They. will be decidedly fur- 
ther reduced. But the major point I 
wish to make—the disheartening part 
of these proposals of our opponents— 


(is that they- represent succeésful pres- 


sure of minorities. They would appeal 


to sectional and group political sup-_ 


port, and thereby impuse terrific bur- 
dens upon every home in the country. 
‘These things can and must be resisted. 
But they can only be resisted if there 
shall be live and virile public support 
to the administration in opposition 
to political log-rolling and the section- 
al and. group raids .on.the treasury 
for distribution of public money, 
which is cardinal] in the congeries of 
elemeuts which make up the demo- 
cratic party. a 

P Expenditures Criticized. 

These expenditures proposed by the 
democratic house of representatives 
for the benefit of special groups and 
special sections of our country direct- 
ly undermine the American system. 
Those who pay are, in the last analy- 
sis, the man who works at the bench, 
the desk, and on the farm. They take 
away his comfort, stifle his leisure and 
destroy his equal opportunity. 


Second. Another proposal of our. 


opponents which would: destroy the 
American system is that of inflation 
of the currency. ‘The bill which passed 
the last session of the democratic 
house called upon the treasury of the 
United States to issue $2,300,000,000 
in paper currehicy that would he un- 
convertible into solid values. Call it 
what you will, greenbacks or fiat 
money. It was that nightmare which 
hung over our own country for years 
after the Civil War. 
_ In our special situation today,- the 
issuance of tks means the -im- 


; 


t 


any conceivable security to anybody 
who wants money. It would place the 
government in private business in 
such fashion as to violate the very 
principle of public relations , upon 
which we have builded our nation, and 
renders insecure its very foundatious. 
Such action would make the Recon- 
struction Corporation the greatest 
banking and money-lending institution 
of all history. It would constitute a 
gigantic centralization of banking and 
finance to which the American people 
have been properly opposed over a 
hundred years. The purpose of the 
expansion is no longer in the spirit 
of solving a great major emergency 
but to establish a privilege whether it 
serves a great national end or not.” 

I further said: : 

“It would require the setting up of 
a huge bureaucracy, to establish 
branches in every county and town in 
the United St&ites. Every politicas 
pressure would be assembled for par- 
ticular persons. It would be within 
the power of these agencies to dictate 
the welfare of millions of people, to 
discriminate between competitive busi- 
ness at will, and to deal favor and 
disaster amongst them, The organi- 
zation would be constantly subjected 
tv conspiracies and raids of predatory 
interests, individuals and private cor- 
porations. Huge losses and great 
scandals must inevitably result. [1 
would mean the squandering of public 
credit to be ultimately berne by tiie 
taxpayer.” 

Sound Principle Vivlated. 

I stated further that: 

“This propusal violates every sound 
principle of public finance and 
our government, Never before has 
dangerous a suggestion been made 
our country. Never before fas 
much power for evil been placed : 
the unlimited discretion of seven in- 
dividuals.” 
. They failed to pass this bill over 
my veto. But you must not be de- 
ceived. This is still in their purpuses 
as a part of the new deal. 

‘Fourth. Another proposal of our 
opponents which would wholly alter 
our American system of life is to re- 
duce the protective tariff to a com- 
petitive tariff. for revenue. The pro- 
lective tariff .and its results upon our 
economic structure has become grad- 
ually. embedded into our economie life 
since the first protective tariff act 
passed ‘by the American ‘congress un- 
der the administration of George 
Washington. There have been gaps 
at times of democratic control when 
this protection has been taken away. 
But it has been so embedded that its 
removal has never failed to bring dis- 
aster. Whole towns, communities and 
forms of agriculture with their homes; 
schools.and churches have been built 
up under this system ‘of protection. 
The grass will grow in streets of a 
handred cities, a thousand towns; the 
weedsewill overrun the fiélds of mil- 
lions of farms if that protection be 
taken away. ‘heir churches and school 
houses will decay. 

Incidentally another one of the pro- 
posals of our oppunents which is. to 
destroy equal upportunity both be 
tween individuals and communities is 
their promise to repeal the independ- 
ent action’ of the bipartisan — tariff 
commission and thereby return the de- 
termination of import duties te the 
old log-rolling greed of group or sec- 
tional interest of congressional action 
in review of the tariff, 

Power Own Plan Scored. 

Fifth. Another proposal is that the 
government go into the power busi- 
ness. Three years ayo, in view of 
the exteaSion of the use of*transmis- 
sion of power over state borders and 
the difficulties of state regulatory 
bodies in the face of this interstate 
action, 1 recommended to the con- 
zress that such interstate power should 
be placed under regulation by the fed- 
eral govetnment in co-operation with 
the state authorities. 

That recommendation was in accord 
with the -principles of the republican

- E succeeded in creating an independ- 
ent power commission to handle such 
matters, but the democratic house de- 
clined to approve the further powers 
to this commission necessary for such 
regulation. | 

I have stated unceasingly that I 


going into the power business. I have 
insisted upon rigid regulation: The 
democratic candidate’ has declared 
that under the same conditions which 
may make local action of this charac- 
ter desirable, he is prepared to put 
the federal government in the power 
business. He is being actively sup- 
ported by a score of senators in this 
campaign, many of whose expenses are 
beintg paid by the democratic national 
commitiee, who are pledged to federal 
government development and opera- 
tion of electrical power. 

I find in the instructions to cam- 
paign speakers issued. by the demo- 
eratic national committee that they 
are instructed. to.criticize my action 
in the veto of the bill which would 
have put the government permanently’ 
into the operation of power at Muscle 
Shoals with a capital from the fed- 
eral treasury of over $100,000,000. In 
fact, 31 democratic senators, being all 
except three, voted to override that 
veto. In that bill was the flat issue 
of the federal government permanent- | 
ly in. competitive business, I vetoed it 
because of principle and not because 
it was especially the power business. 

Three National Emergencies. 

In that veto I stated that 1 was 
firmly opposed to the federal govern- 
ment entering into any business, the 
major purpose of which is competi- 
tion with our citizens. I said: 

“There are national emergenci¢s 
which require that the government 
should temporarily enter the field of 
business but that they must be emer- 
géncy actions and in matters where 
the cost of the project is secondary 
to much higher consideration. There 
are many localities where the federal 
government is justified in the con- 
struction of great dams and reservoirs, 
where navigation, flood control, rec- 
lamation or stream regulation are of 
dominant importance, and where they 
are beyond the capacity or purpose of 
private or local government capital to 
construct. In these cases, power 18 
often a by-product and should be dis- 
posed of by contract or lease. But for 
the federal government to deliberately 
go out to build up and expand such 
an occasion to the major purpose of 
a power and manufacturing business 1s 


terprise of the American people; it is 
destruction of equality of opportunity 
amongst our people; it is the negation 
of the ideals upon which our civiliza- 
tion has been based. 

U.S. Ownership Issue Raised. 

‘"Mhis bill raises one of the impor- 
tant issues confronting our people. 
That is squarely the issue of federal 
government ownership and 0 eration 
of power and manufacturing business 
not as a: minor by-product but as a 
major purpose. Involved in this ques- 
tion is the agitation sgainst the con- 
duct of the power industry. The power 


federal government going into the 
power business, nor is it to be solved 
by the project in this bill. The rem- 
edy for abuses in the conduct of that 
industry lies in regulation and not by 
the federal government entering upon 
the business itself. I have recommend- 
ed to the congress on various occa- 
sions that action should be taken to 
establish federal regulation of inter- 
state. power in co-operation with state 
authorities. This bill: would launch 
the federal government upon a policy 
of ownership of power utilities upon 
a basis of competition instead of by 
the proper government function of 


people. I hésitate to contemplate the 
future of our institutions, of our gov- 
ernment, and of our country if the 
preoccupation of its officials is to be 
no. longer the promotion of justice 
and equal opportunity but is to be 
devoted to harter in the markets. 
That is not liberalism; it is degenera- 
tion,” 

From their utterances in this cam- 
paign and elsewhere we are justified 
in the conclusion that our opponents 
propose to put the federal government 
in the power business with all its ad- 
ditions to federal bureaucracy, its 
tyranny over state and local govern- 
ments, its undermining of state and 
local responsibilities and initiative. 

Another “Destructive Proposal.” 

Sixth. . I may cite another instance

lic works such as the utilization of

At first I 
could net believe that anyone would 
be so cruel as to hold out a hope so 
absolutely impossible of realization to 
these 10,000,000 who are unemployed. 
But the authenticity of this promise 
ha been verified. And I _ protest 
against such frivolous promises be- 
ing held out to a suffering people. 
It is easily demonstrable that no such 
employment can be found. But the 
int I wish to make here and now is 
the mental attitude and spirit of the 
democratic party to attempt it. It is 
another mark of the character. of the 
new deal and the destructive changes 
which mean the total abandonment of 
every principle upon which this gov- 
ernment and the American system is 
founded, If it were possible to give 
this employment to 10,000,000 :peo- 
ple by the government, it would’ cost 
upward «f $9,000,000,000 a year. 
Would Destroy U. S. Credit. 
The stages of this destruction would 
be first the destruction of government 
credit, the value of government securi- 
ties, the destruction of every fiduciary 
trust in our country. ‘insurance poli- 
cles and all. It would pull down the 
employment of those who are still at 
work by the high taxes and the de- 
moralization of credit upon which 
their employment is dependent. It 


of politics for projects and me-sures. 
th favoring of localities, sections, and 
sroups. It would inean the growth 
of a fearful bureaucracy which, once 
established, could never be dislodged. 
If it were possible, it would mean one- 
third of the electorate with govern- 
ment jobs earnest to maintain this 
bureaucracy and to control the polit- 
ical destinies of the country. 

Incidentally, the democratic candj- 
date has said on several occasions that 
we must reduce surplus production 
of agricultural products and yet he 
pro s to extend this production on 
a gigantic scale through expansion of 
reclamation and new agricultural 
areas. to the ruin of the farmer.

I am not called upon to defend the 
supreme court of the United States 
from this slurring reflection. Fortu- 
nately that court has jealously main- 
tained over the years its high stan- 
dard of integrity,- impartiality, and 
freedom from influence of either the 
executive or congress, so that the con- 
fidence of the people is sound and 
unshaken. |

He said: | 

“Our industrial plant is built. The 
problem just now is whether under 
existing conditions it is not overbuilt. 
Our last frontier has long since been 
reached. There is practically no more 
free land. There is no safety valve in 
the western prairies where we can go 
for a new start. The mere building of 
more industrial plants, the organiza- 
tion of more corporations is as likely 
to be as much a danger as a help. Our 
task now is not the discovery of natu- 
ral resources or necessarily the pro- 
duction of more goods. It is the sober, 
less dramatic business of administer- 
ing the resources and plants already 
in hand; establishing markets for 
surplus production, of meeting the 
problem of underconsumption, dis- 
tributing the wealth and _ products 
more equitably and adopting the eco- 
nomic organization to the service of 
the people.” 

Challenges “‘Whole Idea.”. 

There are many of these expressions 
with which no one would quarrel. 
But I do challenge the whole idea 
that we have ended the advance of 
America, that this country has reached 
the zenith of its power, the height of 
its development. That is the counsel 
of despair for the future of America. 
That is not the spirit by which we 
shall emerge from this depression. 
That is not the spirit that made 
this country. If it is true, every Amer- 
ican must abandon the road of count- 
‘ess progress and unlimited oppor- 
tunity. I deny that the promise of 
American life has. been fulfilled, for 
that means we have begun the decline 
and fall. No nation can cease to 


tempt by any one of the orators who, 
mouth these phrases to define the 
principles upon which they base these 
classifications. here is one. thing 
I can say without any question of 
doubt—that is that the spirit of lib- 
eralism is to ereate free men; it is 
not the regimentation of men. It is 
not the extension of bureaucracy. I 
have said in this city before now: that 
you cannot extend the mastery of gov- 
ernment over the daily life of a peo- 
ple without somewhere making it mas- 
ter of people’s souls and thoughts. Ex- 
pansion of government in business 
means that the government in order 
to protect itself from the political 
consequences of its errors is driven 
irresistibly without peace to greater 
and greater contsol of the nation’s 
press and platform. Free speech does 
not live many hours after free indus- 
try and free commerce die. It is a 
false liberalism that interprets itself 
into government operation of business, 
Every step in that direction poisons 
the very roots of liberalism. It poisons 
political equality, free speech, free 
press and equality of opportunity. It 
is the road not to liberty but to less 
liberty. True liberalism is found not 
in striving to spread bureaucracy, but 
in striving to set bounds to it. 
Liberal Definition. 

True liberalism seeks all legitimate 
freedom first in the confident belief 
that without such freedom the pursuit 
of other blessings is in vain. Liberal- 
ism is a force truly of the spirit pro- 
ceeding from the deep realization that 
economic freedom cannot. be sacri- 


ficed if political freedom is to be pre-’ 


served, . 


business could give us the maximum 
of efficiency instead of least efficiency. 
it would be purchased at the cost of 
freedom. It would increase rather 
than decrease abuse and corruption, 
stifle initiative and invention, under- 
mine development of leadership. crip- 
ple mental and spiritual energies of 
our, people, extinguish equality of op- 
portunity, and dry up the spirit of 
liberty and progress. Men who are 
going about this country announcing 
that they are liberals because of their 
promises to extend the government in 
business. are not liberals, they are 
reactionaries of the United States. 


And I do not wish to be misquoted 
or misunderstood. I de not mean that 
our government is to part with one 
iota of its national resources without 
complete protection to the public in- 
terest. I have already stated that 
democracy must remain master ‘in its 
own house. I have stated that abuse 
and wrong-doing must be punished 
and controlled. Ner do I wish to be 
misinterpreted as stating that the 
United States is a free-for-all and 
devil-take-the-hindermost society. 

System’s Provisions.: 

The very essence of equality of op- 
portunity of our American system is 
that there shall be no monopoly or 
domination by any group or section 
in this country, whether it be busi- 
ness, sectional or a group ioterest. 
On the contrary, our American sys- 
tem demands economic justice as well 
as political and social justice; it is 


move forward without degeneration of 
spirit. 

I could quote from gentlemen who 
have emitted this same note of pes- 
sismism in economic depressions g0- 
ing back for 100 years. What Gov- 


ernor Roosevelt has overlooked is the 
fact that we are yet but on the fron- 
tiers of development of science, and 
of invention. I have only to remind 
you that discoveries in electricity, the 
internal-combustion engine, the radio 
—all of which have sprung into be- 
ing since our land was settled—have 
in themselves represented the great- 
est advances in America. ‘This phi- 
losophy upon which the governor of 
New York proposes to conduct the 
presidency of the United States is the 


philosophy of stagnation, of despair. 
It is the end of. hope. The destinies 
of this country should not be dommar- | 
ed by that spirit in action. It would 
be the end of the American system. 


I have recited to you the progress 
of this last generation. Progress in 
that generation was not due to the 
opening up of new agricultural land; 
it was due to the.seientific research, 
the opening of new invention, new 
flashes of light from the intelligence 
of our people. These brought the im- 
provements in agriculture and indus- 
try. There are a thousand inventions 
for comfort in the lockers of science 
and invention which have not yet 
come to light; all are but on their 
frontiers. As for myself I am con- 
fident that if we do not destroy this 
American system, if we continue to 
stimulate scientific research, if we 
continue to give it the impulse of in- 
itiative and enterprise, if we continue 


to build voluntary co-operative action 
instead of financial concentration, if 
we continue to build it into a system 
of free men, my children will enjoy 
the same opportunity that have come 
to me and to -the whole 120,000,000 
of my countrymen. -I wish to see 
American government conducted in. 
this faith and in this hope. | 


If these measures, taese promises, 


| which I have distussed; or these fail- | 


ures to disavow these projects; this 
attitude of mind, mean anything, they | 
mean the enormous expansion of the | 
federal govertiment: they mean the | 
growth of bureaucracy such as we | 
have never seen im our history. No| 
man: who has not occupied my posi- | 
tion in Washington can fully realize | 
the constant battle which must be ear- 
ried on against incompetence, corrup- 
tion, tyrauny of government expanded 
into business activities. If we first ex- 
amine the effect on our form of gov- 
ernment of such a program, we come 
at once to the effect of the most gi- 
gantic increase in expenditure ever 
known in history. That alone would 
break down the savings, the wages, 
the equality of opportunity among our 
people. 

These measures would transfer 
vast responsibilities to the federa! 
government from the states, the local 
governments, and the individuals. But 
that is not all; they would ‘break 
down our form of government. Our 
legislative bodies can not delegate 
their authority to any dictator, but 
without such delegation every mem- 
ber of these bodies is impelled in rep- 
resentations of the interest of his con- 
stituents constantly to seek privilege 
and demand service in the use of such 
agencies, Every time the federal gov- 
ernment extends its arm, 531 senators

But we have in the past seen in times

It is men who do wrong. not our 
institutions. It is men who violate the 
laws and public rights.

We have heard much about fact- 
finding. With all its pretentious be- 
lief in facts and figures, this admin- 
istration has largely used the process 
of fact-finding merely to gain time.

What we need in Washington is 
less fact-finding and more thinking. 

Immediate relief of the unemploy- 
ed is the immediate need‘ of the hour.

BARE KNEES AND GOOD 
HEALTH 


Correspondent sends in a elipping 
and asks for my view of the subject. 
The clipping purports to be the views 
of several world-famous authorities, 
whose names are not. divulged. One of 
the coy authorities is quoted as fol- 
lows : 
“Bare knees in damp weather 
presuppose to arthritis. People 
have enough trouble in their 
knees without exposing them to 


any more.” 

Have*you ever noticed that we 
emineng medical authorities do NOT 
qualify our arbitrary assertions by the 
clause “in my opinion?” We go on 
the good old plan of pronouncing it 
so. That was enough to make it so 
in the halcyon days. 

Another well-known but unidenti- 
fied authority divulges the secret of 
his success in practice. He says that 
when parents bring a. child to him 


he always advises covering the child's |, 


knees, as he would rather err on the 
side of safety... By the same logic 
would probably ad- 
vise against all ventilation, lest a 
draft reach the child, and he would 
prohibit all rough play in order to 
rotect the little darling against stone 
Coatann. skinned shins and punches in 
the nose. 

The prize “authority” of the lot di- 
vests himself of this one: : 

“Doctors have noted. an in- 
crease in cases of inflammation 
of the bladder among those who 
dress scantily. This is thought to 
be due to chilling of the lower 
parts of the body.” : ie 

This hypothetical ‘authority 
makes use of the old device—he re- 
lapses into the passive or_ furtive 
mode.. He doesn’t say “I think” or 
even ‘“‘we doctors think,” but “it is 
thought.’ For all you know all the 
thinking may be done by the office 
hoy or the janitor. You’re just a 
dumb customer and if it ever does 
occur to you to wonder who does the 
thinking you are too timid to call the 
bluff. 

There is no scientific evidence tons 
bare knees in damp weather predis- 
pose to any disease or in any way 
imperil health. 

The clinical, actual or everyday ob- 
servation is that baring the knees 1s 
a healthful practice whenever the child 
(or adult) finds it comfortable. 

Years ago, when women began to 
follow the fashion of scanty attire, 
some of our best medical authorities 
(I have named one of them here in 
this connection) deplored the fash- 
ion on the ground that it would sub- 
ject young women to greater danger 
of bronchitis, pneumonia and tuber- 
culosis. ‘They subsided at length 
when unanswerable statistics proved 
that these affections are less preva- 
lent among young women today than 
ever before: even tuberculosis Is not 
more prevalent among young women 
than it is among young men. 

Whatever our medical theories of 
the past may have been—and_ these 
old’ theories are the popular beliefs of 
today—fair consideration of the facts 
leads to the inexorable conclusion 
that nudity, nakedness, exposure of 
the skin to sunshine and the air 18 
always healthful if it is comfortable. 
If any such exposure is uncomfort- 
able, why, put something on and be 
comfortable, you ninny.

With Army, Holy Cross 
and revivified Yale ahead on the next 
three Saturdays, Coach Eddie Casey 
and his aides face a real problem in 
the attempt to bolster’ their first 
string.

overmatch it. 

I comment on this because in the 
Pittsburgh upset some commentators 
said that at the _ first touchdown 
scored on Notre Dame the South 
Benders went into a panic. 

The fact is that Notre Dame’s of- 
fense was not upset a great deal, and 
that much yardage was made from 
sccimmage. Its passing attack and 
kicking game were good. Its offense, 
in other words, gave it plenty of scor- 
ing opportunities. 

LACKED PUNCH. 


The conclusion, then, is *not that 
the Notre Dame offense lacked punch, 
bi that the squad did not truly ap- 
preciate what a scoring opportunity 
means.

In ‘The Vinegar 


Tree’ at Erlanger 


A delighted audience on Monday 
night sat through three acts of as 
delightful comedy as has ever graced 
the boards of the Erlanger theater. 
“The Vinegar Tree,” presented this 
week by the Permanent Players, is 
nothing short of delicious in its lines, 
situations and development, while the 
performance given by Atlanta’s stock 
organization was exquisitely perfect. 
And Russell Senior, art director for. 
the organization, - deserves . special 
praise near the beginning of this com- 
ment. There are two sets this week 
and both are high examples of the 
stage art, while the second, which 
provides the third act, is so colorful 
and elaborate that it drew a_ burst 
of spontaneous applause immediately 
the curtain rose. 

The play, by Paul Osborn, is a 
splendid example 6f the ‘light, smart 
and sophisticated comedy of modern 
manners.

Imagination and optimism are es- 
sential qualities of a strong defensive 
player at Contract. To be sure, he 
needs steadiness and sturdiness: under 
fire, as well as the more showy quality 
of imagination. But there are many 
contracts made at the bridge table that 
should be. defeated if the defending 
players not only cash their apparent 
tricks, but risk a little in the way of 
}permitting—a possible overtrick and 
give both imagination and optimism 
full sway. 

_A brilliant example of both imagina- 

tion and. optimism occurred in a recent 
Duplicate game at the Wissahickon 
Bridge Club in Philadelphia, where 
Mr. J. K. Trimble, a newcomer in 
Philadelphia bridge circles, laying 
with Mr. Charles H. Goren, had an 
opportunity to distinguish himself.

It 
is true that it risked giving West an 
extra trick, but aja extra trick for the 
Declarer weighs little when put in the 
balance against a defeated contract. 

_ The play was brilliant, sound and 
imaginative. When there-is a chance 
of defeating the contract, the play 
should be made, even though it 1s 
much .likely ‘to-give the Declarer an 
overtrick. The-odds against a game 
made or a game defeated far more 
than justify the trifling loss of 50 
points additional.
